(a)—He shall be the purchasing agent of all sup-
plies for all departments of the city; he shall also be
the city collector, and as such it shall be his duty to
collect all water rent, license fees, money of ‘the
city in the hands of the County Treasurer, and all
moneys due the city, and shall daily during banking
hours pay the same to the City Treasurer, taking his
raceip:nt;eulor. Said Commissioner shall furnish a
good sufficient bond for the faithful performance
of his duties.
